rep u blican ticket and MeOsker was 
the democratic candidate for sheriff. lUMMI 
MeOsker won by a p lu rality of a few P ° n* 
v otes and Goeeker asked for a re­ 
cou nt. 
The ease was tried in the Jackson 
circu it cou rt where it was held that 
Goeeker was not entitled to a recou nt. 
The ease was ap p ealed to the Su ­ 
p reme Cou rt and has been p ending 
there for sev eral months. 
The 
camp aign 
between 
MeOsker 
and Goeeker attracted considerable 
attention, as it wa- thou ght u ntil the 
last p recinct was heard from that 
Goecker wou ld be elected. 
In that 
p recinct, howev er. MeOsker receiv ed 
the majority of v otes which gav e him 
a margin of a few v otes ov er Goeeker 
in the total cou nt. 
Ju dge Cox wrote the op inion in the 
Su p reme Cou rt. 
I nder this decision 
Goeeker is entitled a recou nt o f the 
v otes and it can be determined if there 
was a mistake in cou nting the ballots 
and if all the v otes for MeOsker can 
be legally cou nted 
Under a late law 
all the ballots are p reserv ed and art 
in charge of t lie cou nty clerk. 
As 
soon as the v otes are cou nted the law 
requ ires that the ballots be sealed 
and that they he tiled with the clerk of 
the circu it cou rt and held for a cer­ 
tain length of time in order that eith­ 
er candidate may hav e an op p ortu n­ 
ity to a-k for a recou nt. 
Goeeker’s friends feel assu red that 
he won the election and that a nu mber 
of qu estionable 
ballots 
cou nted in 
fav or of MeOsker would be thrown

Taft and President Gomez in the last 
twenty-four hours have demonstrated 
the fact that this government is firm­ 
ly determined to afford all protection 
necessary to the American interests 
in Cuba and American citizens in that 
island, and only prompt restoration of 
order by tiie Cuban government can 
now' keep United States marines out 
of the territory of that republic. Eith er 
Gomez must check the negro revolt or 
the United States will protect its own. 
Colonel Ka-many now has authority 
to send his marines beyond the Guan­ 
tanamo reserve if he deems it neces­ 
sary after arrival there. 
Replying to the Gomez note pro­ 
testing against the naval demonstra­ 
tion in the vicinity of Cuba. President 
Taft assured the Cuban executive that 
the measures taken were not for the 
purpose of intervention in Cuba by 
tho United States. 
At the same time 
the Taft note to Gomez did not pledge 
the United States not to Intervene. 
Tt simply asserted that intervention 
was not now intended by tills govern 
ment. 
Meanwhile the naval mobilization at 
K e y W est is being carried out exactly 
according to schedule and with the 
greatest dispatch. 
By tomorrow night 
the United States will have off the 
Cuban coast nine big fighting ships 
with about 2.500 marines on board, 
while 750 more marines will be landed 
at Guantanamo, supported by two gun­ 
boats. 
President Gomez’s protest has 
not altered the Washington plans one 
jot. 
Reports from Cuba received at the 
state department do not 
show 
the 
slightest change in the situation. 
All 
the dispatches told of disorders, roving 
bands of negroes, pillaging at will, de­ 
mands upon managers of industrial en­ 
terprises for money, and the organiza­ 
tion of volunteers in the towns.

was notiiing in the least to support 
the statements in Gomez’s note that 
his government was capable of taking , 
care of an uprising.

Gomez has issued a decree placing all 
vo-lunteers who were armed to pro- i 
tect the towns, the sugar mills and 
other industries under the orders of 
regular officers 
whenever these are 
present. 
The French consul at Santiago has 
ordered that French consular agents 
keep a record of damage to French 
property. 
General 
Ivonet 
informed 
the French consul that, he has 1,2001 
men in his command and they will 
not lay down their arms until the M o j 
rua law 
forbidding the organization 
or existence of a negro political party 
is repealed. 
General Ivonet says the 
government has offered him and Gen­ 
eral Fstonez each $40,000 to lay down 
their arms. 
General ivonet occupies an almost 
impregnable position in the same hills 
from which the Spaniards often futile ) 
ly tried to dislodge the Cuban revolu-1 
tionists. 
In reply to President T a ft’s dispatch 
in regard to protection of American 
property and non-intervention, which 
was an answer to the formal protest 
of President Gomez in regard to the 
movement of American forces toward 
Cuba, the Cuban executive sent the 
following cablegram to the W ashing­ 
ton government: 
“ I thank you beyond measure for 
your cablegram, which while tranquil-. 
izing Cuban patriotism with the asaur 
ance that your government will lim it 
itself to observe the events with a dis-1 
position, in case of necessity, to pro­ 
tect lives and property of Americans I 
and morally support the Cuban gov­ 
ernment without the necessity of land- 
ing troops on our territory, save in 
case of extreme necessity and on the 
understanding between both govern­ 
ments to that end. 
This proves the 
sincerity of the government and pen-! 
pie of the United States and th err1 
noble and friendly sentiments toward j 
the government and people of Cuba, 
who are determined as soon as possi-!

liquor laws. The saloons are licensed 
to do business under the laws of the 
State of Indiana providing they con­ 
duct their business in ;t certain way. 
One of the things the law prohibits 
them from 
doing is tin* 
selling ot 
liquor to minors, and is one of the 
strongest grounds for tin* revocation 
of a license. 
It does not appear that 
all the ssjoonists in Seymour are 
guilty of selling liquor to hoys who 
have not reached their majority, but 
there is evidently at least one saloon 
where a minor can secure liquor. 
It 
is often a difficult ta s k for the o ffic e rs 
to ascertain just who is guilty of a 
violation of thU character, but the\ 
should make every effort to locate 


the guilty party and then proceedings 
be instituted to revocate his license. 
The law anticipates the ill effect of 
the free use of intoxicating liquor by 
boys of tender years and one of the 
few provisions incorporated in the 
j 1‘roetor law, which bv the way was 
prepared by the liquor men thern- 
: >elves, was that retail liquor dealers 
¡should not sell intoxicating liquor to 
.any person under twenty-one years 
! of age.

The wise saloonkeeper will realize 
that the saloon business today is be­ 
ing conducted upon a sort of a pro- 
1 balion plan. 
A few years ago liquor 
law violations became >o flagrant that 
the people not only in this county but 
throughout the state of Indiana be­ 
came so aroused that a large m ajor­ 
ity of the counties voted to put the 
saloons out of business. 
The Proctor 
law was then passed and many of 
these "d ry " counties became auto­ 
matically “ wet" and rather than make 
a tight the people permitted the ^a- 
loonists to again re-enter into busi­ 
ness. 
Rut the wise dealer 
will see 
the handwriting on the wall, and must 
surely know that if his business is 
not conducted according to the letter 
and spirit of the law, the liquor busi­ 
ness is forever doomed. 
The people 
even those who are in favor ot the 
open saloon will not tolerate open law 
violations especially such a serious 


¡one as selling liquor to a minor.

j c o u rs e it is impossible fo r a saloonist 
to follow e ve ry bottle or bucket ot 


beer that is taken from lr^ place ot 
¡business in order to see that it does 
not fall into the hands ot a minor. 
Vet the fact is known that a bartend­ 
er can usually judge it such a pur­ 
chase is made for the customer’s own 
use. 
In the ease of Saturday night the

leave no

turned in order to find out who made 


the illegal sale, and if the beer was 
purchased by the boys through a man 
of legal age, that person should be 
given the just punishment which he

expedient; for the newspapers are 
sure, when thev hear about an acci­ 
dent, for example, to publish some­ 
thing.

May , 18<’*2, was a marvel in its simplh i 
ty , celerity and success. 
As usual, for 
tune favored the bold, and the bold 
ness was Napoleonic. 
Soon after the Ivernstown tight, in 
the last week of March. Jackson learn 
ed th a t a Federal army under General 
J. C. Frem ont was moving on his real 
fruiii western Virginia with the purpost 
of entrapping him between two foes 
one from the lower and one from the. 
upper end of the valley . 
As he was 
not strong enough to cope with both. 
\ 
he resolved to disappear with part of 
his troops, go around Fremont’s col i 
uinn and head it off, then turn against 
Banks, who was on the other front 
down the valley . 
While y et a novice in war, Jackson I 
adopted two theories about military | 
operations which tie afterw ard prae ' 
tieed with success. 
The first was. *‘Ai- j 
way s my stify , mislead and surprise 
the enemy if possible, and when y ou 
strike and overcome him never let up 
in the pursuit so long as y our men 
have ttie strength to follow;” the see- 
ond, “ Never fight against heavy odds 
if by any possible maneuvering y ou 
can hurl y our own force on only a part 
of y our enemy and crush it.” 


A Campaign o f Threats and Alarms. 
The field of Jackson’s exploits in the 
spring of 1S(>2 w as well suited for a 
trial of his theories. 
The Shenandoah 
valley between the head at Staunton 
and the Potomac river is over a hun­ 
dred miles long. Staunton was a strong 
base for the Confederates in tlie valley 
because it had railway connections 
with 
the 
main 
Confederate armies 
south. 
The Federal forces were strong 
on the Potomac and if not opposed 
would advance up the valley 
011 Staun­ 
ton and so co-operate with the army 


march, and his soldiers marched so 
rapidly that the movement seemed to 
be one of cavalry only . 
It w as then 
that his infantry gained the name of 
“foot cavalry ” They sometimes made 
thirty miles in twenty four hours. 
Leaving tlte Shenandoah valley . Jack ­ 
son's army crossed the mountains to 
the eastw ard the night of May 22 and 
stealthily approached Front Roy al, a 
post guarding Banks on the flank and 
rear. 
Front Roy al was surprised and cap 
tured after a sharp fight tlie evening 
of the 23d. and the hot pursuit began 
The garrison of Front Roy al retired 
step by step, fighting valiantly , but 
w as at last overcome. 
Tidings of this 
disaster were carried to the Federal 
camps bey ond the mountains during 
the night. 
Jackson's mounted men in the sur 
prise of Banks’ outposts were led by 
General Turner Ashby , a soldier of the 
Francis Marion ty pe, whose frieuds 
believed him to be the peer if not the 
m aster of Jeb Stuart. To Ashby Jack 
son gave the task of cutting the rail­ 
road 
and 
telegraph 
between 
Front 
Roy al, the ix>int of the first attack, 
and Banks’ headquarters at Strasburg. 
Ashby struck the road at Buckton sta­ 
tion. 
He found the depot and an ad­ 
joining building filled with Federal in­ 
fantry . 
Without counting the cost, 
Ashby ordered a charge on horseback. 
His men were armed with sabers only. 


A Bo ld Knitrht o f the Saber. 
The enemy being sheltered by build­ 
ings it was impossible for the assail­ 
ants to ride among them, and two 
charges were repulsed. 
At last the 
Federal soldiers, who were men of 
western nerve, left the buildings and 
formed a line behind the railroad em­ 
bankment. 
From that position they 
watched the destruction of the rail­ 
way , depot and telegraph, interrupting 
the work as much as possible by rifle 
shots. 
Having carried out his orders, 
the daring cavalry man might have re­ 
tired with honor from the field, but

Federal army under General McDow­ 
ell w as ly ing in the region just east 
of the Shenandoah valley , another un­ 
der Frem ont was in the mountains 
west of it, and another under Banks 
was fortified at Strasburg, a point 
about one-third of the way up the val­ 
ley from the Potomac. 
Jackson was 
at Staunton, 
in the combined armies 
of Generals McDowell, Fremont and 
Banks there were about 80,000 men 
that could have been moved toward 
Richmond but for Confederate activity 
in the valley . 
Jackson’s force was 
about 20.000. 
On May 8 the first bat­ 
tle of the campaign was fought at the 
village of McDowell, in the mountains 
west of the valley , between a division 
of Jackson’s command and one of Fre­ 
mont’s under Schenck. 
Schenek led 
Frem ont’s advance and was co-oper­ 
ating with Banks, who was intending 
to advance up the valley from Stras- 
burg toward Staunton. 
Schenck was 
defeated in the battle of May 8, and 
Jackson turned his attention at once 
to Banks at Strasburg. With his whole 
force he marched boldly down the 
valley in the direction of Strasburg.
